At the Weſt End of this Church are three 
Entrances, the principal of which is under 
the Tower; againſt the ſaid Wall in the Church 
are two Boxes to receive Alms, that towards 
the North for the Relief of the Poor when ſick, 
the other towards the South for the uſe of the 
Charity School. In the Entrance of the Mid- 
dle Iſle is a capacious Marble Font, the Decora- 
tions gilt. Further on are erected elegant and 
ſpacious Galleries, two very large Branches of 
poliſh'd Braſs ; and near the upper End, on the 
South Side of an exceeding neat Pulpit, fixed 
to a Pillar, is a Time Piece; and co an oppo- 
ſite Pillar towards the North, are the Queen's 
Arms: At the Extremity ofthis Iſle runs a Croſs 
Iſle North and South, in the Center of which 
is the Entrance of the Choir, by a Pair of Iron 
Gates of good Workmanſhip, over which is 2 
Rarely Loft, and an excellent Organ, built by 
Thomas. Swarebrick. . 


Between the Pulpit and the Entrance of the 
Choir, is a Vault, belonging to that truly wor- 
thy Family the WISE's, of the Pa1ozr, 
Warwick, over which are laid two large flat
